To give some idea of the wealth aud pro- 
ducts — though it is by no means a full 
estimate — we compile from the Auditor's 
Report for 1S70, the following statistics : 
90,000 acres of land, assessed valuation, 
$S33,18S ; 1,271 town lots, valuation. 
$105,1-10; 1.4C9 hordes and mares, valu- 
ation, $95,505 ; 850 mules, valuation, 
£09,005 3,307 cattle, valuation, 812,- 
450 ; 40 stores, valuation, $124,975 ; un- 
der the equalization law, ?1 16,020— 
total assessed valuation of taxable prop- 
erty »1,434,318. This estimate will 
compare favorably with any county of 
equal area iu the State. It should also 
be remembered that it ia the extreme 
western county, and became a part of 
Kentucky as late as 1S19. 

There is a large portion of the county 
still in the woods and to a great extent 
non-productive. The Mississippi bot- 
toms covering near 25,000 acres, are, iu 
a great measure, a desert waste so far as 
cultivated products are concerned. They 
afford however fine range for stock. A 
levy is contemplated and will be built in 
a few years, which will reclaim from 
overflow at least 15,000 acres of these 
bottoms, and wheu put in cultivation will 
add largely to the products of the county. 
We take from the same report the follow- 
ing estimates of the principal products 
for the year 1S70, to- wit: Hcgs over 0 
mouths old, 4,390 ; 332,300 pounds of 
tobacco; 498 tons of hay; 391,990 bush- 
els of corn ; 43,509 bushels of wheat, 
and 805 bushels of barley. 

The county can well sustain double 
the population it uow has. The Mi?- 
issippi river bounding one side and two 
railroads passing through the county af 
ford at all times a spsedy transportation 
of products to every market. We would 
say to those at a distance who arc con- 
templating a change of location, to visit 
our county and secure homes, a nd help 
to build up tho large spaces now uuoccu- 
pied in almost every part of it, and 
assist in developing the rich resources 
that lie hidden io her forests and gener- 
ous eoil and they will be certain never to 
regret doing so.

The world has learned that cleanliness 
is better than quarantine regulations in 
staying the progress of a plague, aod tho 
enforcement of wise sanitary rules in 
western Europe appears to have done 
more even than was expected in preven- 
ting the spread of epidemic cholera. — 
When the di.-ease appeared in Germany, 
the universal belief was that it could not 
fail to spread rapidly to France, England, 
and America, with which the infected 
cities arc in constant communication. 
The precautions taken to prevent this, 
however, have proved effective, not ao 
much by excluding the infc . tion as by 
preparing tho people to resist it.
